1 luive  itleasuiv  in  ])i-eseutin«  to  yon  tlie  Annual  Report  for  tin* 
year  beinj^'  tlie  ei}>litieth  of  the  series,  on  the  health  of  the 

peo])le  of  the  (’onnty  l>oronj>li  of  Rootle. 

The  followin*;'  lij»nie.s  have  been  extracted  from  the  vital 
statistics  jiiven  in  the  i-(‘])oit  : — 

The  total  number  of  deaths  fi-om  all  causes  Avas  7.‘U  as  comi)ai-ed 
rtith  !)01  for  the  ]u-evious  year;  this  yives  a general  death  rate  of 
h-78  ]»er  thousand  as  against  12-t)  ])er  thousand  and  is  the  lowest 
ever  recorded.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  ll-tb  The  total 
number  of  live  births  was  1,528,  being  2()  less  than  the  ])i-evious 
year.  This  gives  a rate  of  20vl  per  thousand  ))opulation  as  against 
20-8  for  1951  and  still  shows  the  continuous  decline  from  the  i)eak 
year  of  1947,  when  the  late  was  The  late  for  England  and 

Wales  is  15-2)  |)er  thousand. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  4.‘v2  ]»ei-  1,900  live*  births  as 
against  ;i9-9  for  the  ])ievious  year.  Although  this  is  a sliglil 
inciease  on  the  previous  yeai-,  it  is  the  second  lowest  i-ate  eve:- 
reached  in  the  borough.  Of  the  Oti  deaths  of  infants  undei-  1 year 
<»f  age,  21  died  in  the  tirst  week  and  a total  of  42  died  in  the  tii-st 
month  of  life.  Riematurity  and  congenital  malfoiniations 
accounted  foi-  42  in  the  tirst  year  of  life.  It  is  to  be  ho])ed  that  with 
increased  medical  supervision  and  greater  ante-natal  cai-e  the 
infant  mortality  rate  will  be  lowered  still  further. 

The  ai-rangeiiHUits  made  for  flu*  immunisation  of  childi-en 
against  diiditheria  were  the  same  as  in  pi-evious  yea  is,  1 ,1 12  children 
receiving  a comiilete  course  of  inoculation,  while  87S  |)reviously 
inoculated  children  i-eceived  a reinforcing  injection.  At  ju-esent. 
it  is  estimated  that  51-2  pei-  cent,  of  the  children  under  5 years  and 
71-2  per  cent,  of  flu*  children  aged  5 — 15  years  have  been  piotected 
by  inoculation.  A’o  case  of  dijihiheria  occurred  during  the  year, 
but  unless  the  percentage  of  inoculated  children  is  ke]»t  at  a high 
lev(‘l  there  is  always  a risk  that  this  disease*  will  re-a|»|)(*ar.

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Throe  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  iiotilietl  during  the  year.  All 
wei-e  admitted  to  hospital,  but  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  one  (diild 
died  of  i-es])ii-atory  failure. 

One  ease*  of  I’ai-atyphoid  IJ  fevei-  was  notified  dining  the  year. 
This  patient  was  admitted  to  hos]dtal,  but  in  spite  of  active  investi- 
gation and  the  e.xamination  of  home  contacts  the  source  of  infection 
could  not  be  traced. 

Imjirovement  continues  to  be  shown  in  the  figures  relating  to 
tubeiculosis  both  as  to  the  cases  notibed  and  also  in  the  death  lates. 
The  death  rate  from  jiulmonary  tuberculosis  was  042  and  from 
tuberculosis  (all  forms)  0-53,  as  conpiared  with  040  and  0-54  per 
1,000  ])0]>ulation  in  the  ])revious  year;  these  figures  are  the  lowest 
(*vei-  recorded.  On  page  33  appears  an  account  of  a survey  taken 
liy  the  mass  miniature  radiogra])hy  unit  in  the  Itorough  fi-om 
Xovembei-,  lObl — August,  1052. 

In  August,  1052,  the  ^Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  (Tovernment 
continued  the  clearance  ordei-  which  was  madi*  by  the  (’ouncil 
regarding  the  Millers  Bridge — Balliol  Terrace  ('learance  Aiea. 
This  area  contained  a total  of  33  houses  with  a pojiulation  of  07 
adults  and  02  children,  and  is  the  first  .step  taken  in  the  Council's 
post-war  programme  for  dealing  Avith  untit  houses  in  the  borough. 

On  jiage  40  and  onwards  will  be  found  an  ac(-ount  of  the  woi-k 
of  the  sanitary  inspectorate  including  a detailed  report  on  food 
factoi-ies,  dining  i-ooms,  cafes  and  kitchens. 

As  requested  by  tin'  .Ministry  of  Health,  an  advance  copy  of  a 
survey  of  the  services  operated  by  the  local  health  authority  nmler 
the  National  Health  Service  Acts  over  a period  of  five  years,  Avas 
prejiared  and  foiAvarded  to  the  .Ministi-y  in  February.  This  survey 
is  included  on  jiages  37  to  48  of  tin*  Report. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  tender  to  you,  and  esjiecially  to 
your  Health  Committee  and  its  Chairman,  to  the  ToAvn  ('lerk  and 
(he  Chief  Officials  of  the  Corjioration,  my  lhanks  for  yonr 
encouragement  and  consideration,  and  to  all  the  staff  of  the 
dejiartment  my  grateful  acknowledgment  of  their  help  and 
assistance*.

II irahic  Diseases. — E])i(leiiiic  diseases,  exeliuling  Inher 
riilosis,  accounted  for  55  deaths.  There  was  one  death  fi-om 
measles.  Deaths  from  diarrhoea  and  enteriti.s  nnmbei-ed  -t  as 
compared  witli  7 during  11151  ; 5 w(‘i-e  infants  under  one  yeai-. 

Nf’Spiratoii/  Di-^vascs. — Ihieiimonia  was  resj)on.sible  for  44 
deaths,  hroindiitis  for  57,  and  othei-  i-esi)iratory  diseases  for  4, 
making  the  total  deaths  from  resjiiratory  diseases  ie.vclnding 
influenza  and  tnhercidosisj  105.  Tltis  anionnts  to  14-.‘}  ])er  cent,  of 
the  total  deaths  at  all  ages,  as  compared  with  18-9  per  cent,  in  1951. 
Inflnenza  was  recorded  as  a cause  of  death  in  M cases. 

Caiicrr. — ( 'ancei'  was  l egistered  as  the  cause  of  death  in  109 
rases,  as  (•oin|)ared  with  122  in  the  ])receding  yeai-.  This  represents 
a cancer  death-rate  of  14  per  1,000  of  the  ])0])nlation  as  coinpai-ed 
with  l-(>  during  the  year  1951. 

Violent  Causes. — ^There  were  115  deaths  from  violent  causes 
finclnding  8 from  road  traflic  accidents  and  5 from  snicidep 

Xeo-Xatal  Moiialifij. — Forty-two  children  died  before  lanndiing 
the  age  of  oin*  month,  of  whom  82  died  during  th(‘  lii-st  week  of  life. 
This  gives  a neo-natal  mortality  rate  of  2(i-9  ]»er  1,000  births. 
Prematurity  was  responsil)le  for  Ki  of  the  neo-natal  deaths. 

Infant  Mortal  a I/. — There  were  OO  deaths  of  infants  nnder  the 
age  of  one  year,  coniitaied  with  02  in  1951.  The  infant  mortality 
rate  was  48-2  ])ei-  1,000  births,  compared  with  89-9  in  1951.  The 
average  i-ate  for  the  jirevions  live  years  was  57-5. 

The  rate  of  infant  ]uortality  in  males  was  47-0  and  in  females 

8S-9. 

Thronghont  England  and  ITales  the  rate  of  infant  mortality 
was  27  (i  |)er  1,000  births,  and  in  the  100  great  towns  it  was  81-2.

In  the  case  of  domiciliary  continements  every  effort  is  made 
to  secure  a separate  bedroom  for  mother  and  infant,  and  to  proi  ide 
a draught-proof  cot  with  detachable  lining,  suitable  bedding,  hot 
water  bottles  and  special  feeding  bottles ; if  any  of  the  latter 
requirements  are  not  available  they  can  be  jirovided  on  loan  from 
the  Health  Department. 

In  every  case  of  premature  birth  occurring  at  home,  close 
liaison  is  observed  between  the  midwifery  staff  and  the  health 
visitors,  l^jiecial  reference  i.s  made  by  the  hospital  authorities  to 
the  midwifery  service  when  ])reniature  babies  are  discharged  from 
hospital.  Information  is  given  as  to  the  child’s  general  condition 
and  methods  of  feeding,  special  attention  being  paid  to  these  cases 
by  the  staff.  Before  the  midwife  relinquishes  responsibility, 
arrangements  are  made  for  the  Health  Visitor  for  the  district  to 
tak(‘  ovei-  early  su])ervision.

VENEREAL  DISEASES 

The  treatment  of  Venereal  Disease  became  the  responsibility 
of  the  Kefiional  llosi)ital  Hoard  as  from  oth  Juh",  1948. 

The  Annual  Statistical  Keport  of  the  ^ledical  Officer  of  the 
Treatment  ('entres  shows  d74  ])ei'sons  under  treatment  on  .‘list 
December,  195L',  as  against  5Gd  on  1st  January,  195:2,  and  a decrease 
in  new  cases,  the  tiyure  beinji,-  359,  as  contrasted  with  400  in  1951. 
The  total  of  330  included  131  cases  in  which  the  diagnosis  of 
venereal  disease  was  not  established  ; thei-e  Avas  a decrease  in  the 
new  cases  of  gonoi-rhoea. 

The  total  attendances  for  treatment  made  at  the  (’entre  during 
the  year  show  a decrea.se  from  4,775  to  4,422;  the  tigure  includes 
205  attendances  made  between  clinic  <lays  for  the  intermediate 
treatment  of  gonorrhoea  at  the  irrigation  centre.  During  1952, 
331  cases  wei-e  discharged  on  completion  of  treatment  and  observa- 
tion, as  against  195  in  the  i)revious  year.

The  local  liealth  services  aire  the  responsibility  of  the  Health 
(’ommittee,  which  consists  of  18  elected  members  and  5 co-opted 
members,  representing  the  Bootle  Local  iMedical  ('ommittee,  Dental 
('ommittee,  Idmrmacentical  ('ommittee  and  the  General  Hospital. 
The  Health  ('ommittee  meets  monthly.  From  its  membeiship  the 
('ommittee  has  atp]»ointed  the  following  sub  committees.

The  diiy-to-d;yv  administration  of  the  1 )t“p:i itment  is  under  tin* 
control  of  the  .Medical  Otticei-  of  Health,  who  is  in  i»ersomil  touch 
with  the  lieaids  of  (he  vaiions  sections  of  the  Department,  i.e.  tln^ 
Deputy  Alediciil  OHicer  of  H(*:ilth,  the  Assistaint  Aledicail  Ofliceis  of 
Health,  Siptervisor  of  Al  id  wives.  Seiiioi-  Nursing  Officer,  Snpei- 
intendent  of  District  Niiises,  Ambulance  Officer.  Domestic  Help 
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Orjjiiniser,  and  ^leutal  llealtli  Officers.  These  sectional  heads 
i-eport  regularlv  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  consult  him 
over  any  difficulties  ’which  may  arise.  As  this  is  a small  authority, 
with  a population  of  74,850,  it  is  possible  for  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  maintain  a close  personal  touch  with  all  the  sections  of 
the  Department.

The  Chest  IMiysician  appointed  by  the  Liveipool  Kegional 
Hospital  Board  acts  as  Chest  Physician  in  the  Bootle  Clinic, 
and  the  local  Health  (\)mmittee  is  res])onsible  for  2/llths  of 
his  salary.

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C()inniit1(M*.  Fieiiueiit  coiisnltations  taka  place  between  the 
Secietai-y  of  tlie  local  JMedical  ('oniinittee  and  the  IMiblic  Health 
l)e])artnient  on  niattei-.s  which  aie  of  direct  interest  to  both 
l)arties.  The  medical  ])ractitioners  are  circnlaiised  from  time 
to  time  by  the  ^Medical  Officer  of  Health,  es])ecially  if  there  is 
any  (piestion  of  an  increase  in  the  ])revailing'  endemic  diseases. 

The  medical  officers  of  the  Department  frequently  contact 
geiuMal  ])ractitioners  in  writing  over  the  (piestion  of  referring 
to  consultants  children  attending  the  various  local  authority 
clinics. 

(d)  Co-operation  in  the  care  of  patientfi  under  treatment. 

(i)  Hoftpitalfi. — Close  contact  is  maintained  with  the  local 
hosjiitals  in  the  following  np  of  jiatients  Avho  have  been 
discharged,  e.g.  maternity  cases  discharged  prior  to 
the  14th  day  after  confinement;  cases  referred  by  the 
hos]>itals  for  i-eport  on  home  conditions ; patients 
needing  nnrsing  aiipliances  and  continnation  of  treat- 
ment by  the  Home  Nnrsing  Service  ; patients  requiring 
Nelson  Beds ; the  following  np  of  V.D.  cases  either 
by  a Health  Visitor  (female  patients)  or  a Sanitary 
Inspector  (male  patients). 

(ii)  General  Medical  Practitioners. — The  local  medical 
]nactitioners  refer  cases  to  the  Superintendent  of 
District  Nnises.  Cases  recpiiring  convalescence  are 
referred  to  the  Department  by  general  practitioners, 
and  occasionally  requests  are  made  for  assistance  in 
giving  in.strnction  to  young  mothers. 

(iii)  On  the  incejition  of  the  National  Health  Service,

Ccncral  Pi  actifionrrs'  Clinics.— assistance  is  <>iven  by 
ineinhers  of  tin*  stafi'  at  clinics  held  in  general  practitioners’  own 
premises. 

Blood  Tests. — All  i)riniigra\  idae  are  tested  for  the  K.H.  factor, 
and  others  if  the  ]»ast  obstetrical  history  is  doubtful.  A Kahn  test 
is  also  done. 

U nniarricd  Mothers. — Sjiecial  ari-angeiuents  for  the  care  of 
unmarried  mothers  and  illegitimate  children  have  been  operating 
for  some  yeai's.  One  of  the  TTealth  A'isitois  is  res])onsible  for 
taking  such  action  as  is  possible  in  the  interests  of  the  unmarried 
mother  and  child,  and  airangements  exist  with  the  various  moral 
welfare  societies  for  the  accommodation  of  unmarried  mothers  prior 
to  continement.  The  local  authority  meets  the  cost  of  such  accom- 
modation, less  the  amount  contributed  by  the  motliei-. 

Mothercraft  Training. — Lectures  ai-e  given  by  the  Health 
N'isitors,  and  also  a 'Mothers’  Club  is  held  at  the  clinic  once  weekly. 
This  Club  commenced  in  October  last,  and  there  is  an  average 
attendance  of  25.  The  mothers  are  finding  it  of  great  value. 

.Mater n it j/  Outfits. — ^Matei-nity  outfits  are  su])plied  free  from 
the  clinics  on  i-eceipt  of  an  authorisation  signed  by  the  midwife 
l)ooked  for  the  confinement. 

Child  Welfare. — Five  infant  welfare  clinics  are  held  w’eekly, 
with  an  average  attendance  of  31-5,  and  cases  are  i-eferred  to 
consultant  obstetricians  whei-e  necessary. 

Ko  assistance  is  given  to  general  ])ractitioncrs  holding  clinics 
on  their  own  ])remises.

— J>y  arrangement  with  the  ^Ministry  of  Food, 
inembei-s  of  the  Ministry’s  staff  attend  at  the  clinics  regularly  to 
issue  weJfai-e  foods,  and  a van  visits  the  outlying  i)ai-ts  of  the 
15orough  once  weekly  for  this  ])nr])ose.

Dental  ('are. — During  the  year  under  leview  no  clinic  facilities 
have  been  available  for  the  treatment  of  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers,  owing  to  the  leconstruction  following  Avar  damage  of  the 
School  ^ledical  Offices,  but  it  Avas  jtossible,  Avith  the  limited 
facilities  available  at  tlie  other  clinic,  to  jAi-ovide  9 mothers  and  (i 
school  children  Avith  dentures,  and  to  treat  149  ))re-school  children. 
The  School  ^Medical  Office.s  have  noAV  been  rebuilt,  and  clinics  for 
nui-sing  and  expectant  mothers  Avill  lx*  held  regularly.

(tcncral  Arrangements. — Each  inidAvife  lives  in  her  oAvn  house, 
which  is  either  priA’ately  oAvned  oi-  rented  from  the  Cor])oration. 
and  Avorks  in  the  surrounding  area.  The  medical  supervision  of  the 
niidAvives  is  undertaken  by  the  Deputy  ^Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
The  Non-medical  Sui)ervisoi-  allocates  duties  and  is  in  constant 
communication  Avith  her  staff  by  telephone,  the  cost  of  Avhich  is 
borne  by  the  Corporation.  Eacli  inidAvife  attends  the  ante  natal 
clinic  once  a month.

*S'c/cct/Vn/  of  Woiiicii  for  llospildl  (’oiifiiiriiiciit. — Tlu'  maternity 
hos])itals  notify  the  Supervisoi-  when  bi])arae  and  tri])arae  a))i»ly 
for  admission.  The  homes  are  visited  eithei-  by  tlie  midwife  for  the 
district,  or  the  Su])ervisor,  and  tin*  hosjiitals  are  notified  if  the 
patients  are  suitable  for  home  confinement. 

Refresher  Courses. — One  midwife  is  sent  each  year  on  a 
refresher  course,  at  tlie  expense  of  the  local  authority. 

Co-operation  irith-  General  Rract itioners. — -When  a doctor  is 
enjia«ed  by  a (latient  he  notifies  tin*  midwife  by  letter,  and  states 
whethei-  he  wishes  to  be  jiresent  at  the  birth,  or  notified  within  1'4 
hours.  Should  abnoi-mality  arise,  both  doctor  and  midwife  meet 
for  an  ante  natal  examination,  and  discussion  of  the  case.  No 
difticulty  is  ever  exjierienced  in  securinj*  the  services  of  a doctor, 
and  co-oiieration  with  p,eneral  (iractitioners  is  extremely  cixal. 

Diseharpe  of  Patients  from  Hospital  hefore  14  Days. — The 
Sujiervisor  is  notified  directly  from  the  hos])ital  if  jiatients  are 
di.scharfjed  before  14  days  havi*  ehqised  from  the  confinement,  and 
full  details  concerninp:  the  jiatient  and  the  care  recpiired  ar(‘  }>(iven. 
These  cases  are  dealt  with  by  the  niidwife  for  the  district  in  which 
the  patient  resides,  and  this  arranj*(‘ment  is  quite  satisfactory. 

Training  of  Pupil  .Midu  ires. — No  arrangements  exist  for  the 
training  of  jnqdl  midwives. 

7.  Health  Msiting. 

The  establishment  jirovides  for  a Senior  Nursing  Officer  and 
10  Health  Visitors,  but  great  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in 
endeavouring  to  maintain  this  establishment,  and  the  service 
throughout  the  year  has  functioned  with  the  (Hpiivalent  of  8 Health 
N'isitors. 

In  addition  to  I'outine  visiting  and  attendance  at  clinics,  the 
Health  Visitors  also  undertake  sjx'cial  visits  with  regard  to  viims 
infections  during  pregnancy,  cancer  research,  following  up  of  cases 
of  Retrolental  Filuojilasia  in  ju-emature  infants,  and  an^'  other 
special  enquiries  requested.  One  Health  Visitor  works  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  V.I).  clinic  at  the  Bootle  General  Hospital,  and 
follows  up  defaulters. 
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TIio  local  j;(*iicral  piactilioiuM-s  make  little  use  ot  the  seivices 
1)1'  a llealtli  Visitoi-,  and  only  oceawionally  ai-e  cases  leferi-ed  to  the 
ll(*alth  ^'isitol•s  l»y  a ^eiieiail  pi'actitioner. 

(iood  co-opeia tioii  is  maintained  hetwemi  Hospital  AlmoneT-s 
and  the  local  Health  Authority.  Tliey  fi-eqnently  recpiest  a i-e]»o)-t 
on  the  home  conditions  of  a (diild  dne  foi-  dis(diar«e  and  Avho  is 
(honylit  to  liave  an  nnsatisf'a-ctoi'y  hackf>ronnd. 

It  is  the  ])olicy  of  the  Antlioi-ity  to  assist  in  tlie  traininj>-  of 
Student  Health  \dsilors.  Pi-actical  woi-k  is  carried  out  in  the 
Horonj;li,  and  students  attend  the  course  run  by  the  Liverjjool 
Sanitary  Science  Instruction  Committee  for  tin*  theoretical  work. 

Hue  to  continued  staff  shorta<*e,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  allow 
rejjinlai-  attendance  by  the  Health  ^^isitors  at  the  varions  refreshei- 
courses,  bnt  wlnn-e  ])i-acticable  leave  has  been  j^ranted  foi-  this 
pnr])ose. 

S.  Home  yursiiuj. 

The  staff  consists  of  a Sn])ei-intendent  and  7 District  jS’nrses. 
.\  lai-o'e  house  is  i»rovided  as  residential  headqnartei-s  for  the 
Sn])ei-intendent  and  sindi  other  membei-s  of  the  staff  who  desire  to 
be  resident. 

The  services  of  a nurse  are  requested  by  the  general  i)racti- 
tioners  either  by  telephone  or  note  of  hand,  and  frequent  consnlta 
tions  take  place  between  the  nurse  in  attcmdance  and  the  doctor  in 
charge  of  the  case. 

If  after  treatment  is  required  on  discharge  from  hos]>ital,  the 
almoner  contacts  the  Snjieidntendent  and  arrangements  are  made 
foi-  the  treatment  to  be  cai-ried  ont  in  the  home. 

During-  the  year  under  review,  24,945  \ isits  were  i)aid  to  1,402 
patients,  this  being  an  increase*  of  210  ]iatients  and  8,450  visits  over 
the  ]»revious  yeai-.

N’accination  is  carried  ont  hy  ji'cneral  ]»ractitioiiers  and  the  local 
ant lioi'ity's  medical  staff.  The  Healtli  Visitors,  on  their  birth  visit, 
draw  tin*  mother's  attention  to  rhe  hem'lits  of  vaccination  and 
iininnnisation.  and  leaflets  and  ]K)sters  ari*  e.xhihited  at  the  clinics. 

A si)ecitic  clinic  ai)pointnient  for  immnnisation  is  sent  by  post 
to  all  ])a rents  when  the  child  leaches  the  af>e  of  nine  months.  A 
reinforcing  inocnlation  is  given  to  ])ievionsly  inoculated  children 
on  their  reaching  school  age. 

The  ('onncil  has  i-ecently  agreed  to  introdnee  a scheme  foi* 
whooping  congh  immnnisation  by  general  ])iactitione]-s  and  the 
authority's  medical  staff',  and  this  is  expected  to  commence  early 
in  10.53. 

10.  Anibiilancr  Service. 

The  and)nlance  service  is  under  the  control  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  and  the  diiect  contiol  is  carried  ont  by  a Supervisor. 
There  ai-e  17  driver /attendants,  each  of  whom  holds  a tirst-aid 
certificate. 


Following  the  incejition  of  the  National  Health  Service,  each 
year  has  shown  an  inoease  in  the  work  done,  the  figures  for  the  past

In  addition,  the 
fever  ambulance  i-emoves  cases  of  infections  disease  and  also  cases 
of  tnbercnlosis. 

Arrangements  for  mntnal  aid  have  been  made  with  the  Lan- 
cashire County  (’onncil  and  the  Liverpool  City  Council  in  cases  of 
emergency. 
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The  present  tleet  of  the  aiiihii lance  service  consists  of  five 
ainhnlances  and  one  sittinj*'  case  car.  During  the  year  two  old 
ainhnlances  liave  been  replaced  hy  two  new  Austin  ainhnlances,  and 
the  whole  of  the  vehicles  have  been  rejilaced  since  1950. 

^Vith  regard  to  long  distance  journeys  to  areas  of  other 
anthorities,  enquiries  are  always  made  as  to  the  suitability  of  the 
case  for  leinoval  by  rail,  in  which  case  the  patient  is  conveyed  by 
and)nlance  to  the  railway  station,  and  arrangements  made  for  an 
ambulance  to  meet  the  train  at  the  other  end. 

In  cases  of  doubt  as  to  whethei-  a jiatient  really  needs  an 
ambulance,  or  can  make  his  own  Avay  to  or  from  hospital  by  means 
of  i)nblic  tiansport,  contact  is  made  with  the  doctor  in  charge  of 
the  case  at  the  hospital. 

11.  Prrrottion . Care  and  After-Care. 

Tnhercniosis. — \'isits  are  paid  by  the  Tuberculosis  Visitors  to 
the  homes  of  tuberculous  jiatients,  and  these  T.E.  Visitors  are  also 
attached  to  the  (liest  Clinic.  They  make  enquiries  regarding  con- 
tacts and  housing  conditions,  and  cases  reipiiring  re-housing  are 
referred  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  After  investigation,  cases 
aie  referred  to  the  Housing  Dejiartment  by  the  ^ledical  Officer  of 
Health,  Avith  a recommendation  that  they  should  receive  priority 
treatment.  In  addition,  contacts  are  referred  to  the  Chest  Clinic 
for  examination  and  advice. 

Cases  treated  at  home  owing  to  delay  in  obtaining  admission  to 
a sanatorium  are  treated  by  the  Domiciliary  Nursing  Service,  and 
nursing  re(]uisites  are  supplied  as  necessary. 

JUiiess  Generali jf. — A stock  of  Avheel  chairs  and  nursing 
requisites  is  kept  at  the  Distiict  Nurses’  Home  for  use  in  the  treat- 
ment of  general  illness,  and  a Nelson  I>ed,  on  a request  from  the 
hos])ital,  has  be(ui  su)>plied  on  a numbei-  of  occasions  to  children 
suffering  fi’oni  bi-onciectasis. 

I’atients  requiring  convalescence  are  leferred  to  the  Department 
by  their  own  doctor,  and  the  local  health  authority  has  a scheme 
whereby  such  ]»atients  are  sent  to  various  convalescent  homes 
belonging  to  voluntary  organisations  in  different  parts  of  the 
countiy,  the  ])atients  being  assessed  according  to  their  means. 
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Domestic  Help. 

The  stall’  of  the  Domestic  Del])  Sei  vice  consists  of  the  Organiser 
and  the  equivalent  of  13  full-time  workers.  All  types  of  cases  are 
dealt  with,  including  tnbercnlosis,  maternity,  acute  illness,  chronic 
illness,  the  aged  and  intirm.  Only  volunteer  domestic  heljts 
are  sent  to  cases  of  tnbercnlosis. 

There  are  no  facilities  for  training. 

It  has  been  found  from  exi)erience  that  the  best  type  of  worker 
for  this  Ilorongh  is  the  woman  who  has  been  thoi-oiighh’  domesticated 
in  her  own  home,  and  in  no  cases  do  the  Domestic  Helps  assist  in 
the  nnising  of  sick  patients. 

13.  Health  Education. 

The  Exhibition  Service  of  the  Central  Council  for  Health 
Education  has  been  used  during  the  year,  and  various  toiDics  dis- 
played on  the  Exhibition  Stand.  In  addition,  posteis  and  leaflets 
issued  by  tlie  Central  Council  have  been  utilised. 

■\Vith  legard  to  accidents  in  the  home,  the  Health  Visitor 
advises  the  parents,  and  suitable  posters  are  exhibited  in  the  clinics. 
Wheie  no  siiitable  posters  are  available,  a number  have  been 
designed  in  the  De])artment  and  exhibited  at  the  clinics.  In 
addition,  informal  talks  are  given  by  the  Health  Visitors  at  the 
clinics  to  the  mothers  on  gemual  health,  lectures  have  been  given 
to  school  children,  and  ])osters  exhibited  in  the  school  i-egarding 
health  problems. 

14.  Mental  Health. 

The  Mental  Health  Officers  of  the  Department  meet  all  demands 
under  Section  28  (so  far  as  concerns  mental  illness  and  mental 
defectiveness)  and  Section  .ll  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act. 
Details  of  the  service  are  as  follows:  — 

ti ) Adm  i n istration.

The  mental  health  s(*rvice  is  dealt  with  by  the  Health 
Committee,  which  meets  once  monthly.

Tlie  iiK'dical  dii (“(-(ion  ol'  the  service  is  the  respoiisiljility  of 
the  iMedical  Olticer  of  Health.  Two  mental  liealth  workers  are 
eii}>aji;ed,  oik'  male  and  one  female,  and  these  are  designated 
“ Duly  Authorised  Otlicei-s.’' 

(c)  Co-ordination . 

Hy  airangenient  with  the  Livei  pool  ( 'ity  Council  the 
services  of  one  or  more  specialist  medical  officers  are  available 
in  a consultative  capacity  in  connection  with  the  ascertainment 
of  mental  defectives. 

The  supervision  of  patients  on  trial  oi-  on  licence  from 
Mental  Hospitals  and  Institutions  for  Mental  Defectives  is 
cariied  out  on  behalf  of  the  Hospitals  and  Institutions  by  the 
-Alental  Health  Workers  of  tin*  local  authority. 

(d)  Voinntarjj  AssociationH. 

No  duties  have  been  delegated  to  voluntary  associations. 

(e)  Training  of  Htaff. 

No  arrangements  e.xist  for  the  ti-aining  of  additional  ^Mental 
Health  Workers.

SANITARY  CONDITIONS 

The  steady  progress  which  has  been  ap])areiit  in  recent  years 
was  maintained  during  1952. 

The  year  was  notahie  as  marking  the  l)eginning'  of  a sinm  cleai'- 
ance  scheme  wliicli  is  expected  to  continue  for  a number  of  years 
to  come. 

.Ml-.  W.  il.  M'attleworth,  the  former  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector, 
resigneii  his  position  on  the  91st  October,  1952,  on  taking  up  liis 
new  appointment  as  Deputy  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  to  tlie  City 
of  Liverpool.  jMr.  IVattlewortli  was  appointed  Cliief  Sanitary 
Inspector  of  Bootle  on  1st  September,  1918,  and  during  liis  term  of 
office  consideraiile  progress  was  achieved  over  tlie  whole  field  of 
environmental  hygiene.  During  this  period  special  surveys  were 
carried  out  of  food  premises,  factoiies,  work-places,  shops  and 
housing;  statistics  were  compiled  which  have  jn-oved  of  inestimable 
value  to  this  and  other  Dejiartments  of  the  ( Corporation.  Ilis  duties 
were  increased  with  the  addition  of  the  ^setherton  area,  whicli 
proceeded  smoothly  and  efficiently. 

At  a meeting  of  the  Health  Committee  on  the  17th  September, 
19.52,  the  (.'hairman  paid  tribute  to  tin*  excellent  services  which 
.Mr.  Wattleworth  had  rmidered  to  this  authority  during  the  period 
of  his  service. 

The  Bootle  (.Millers  Bridge)  Clearance  Order  was  conlii-med  in 
.August  and  arraiigements  made  foi-  the  re  housing  of  the  occupants 
of  the  houses  in  the  area  to  be  effected  as  soon  as  possible.  The 
conliiniation  of  this  Order  completes  the  first  stage  in  the  scheme 
for  the  cleaiance  of  unlit  houses  in  the  dockside  area.  The  Sanitary 
De|»artment  takes  a major  ])ait  in  large  slum  ch^i ranee  schemes  of 
this  kind,  and  ninch  hard  work  is  involved  foi*  the  Inspectors  and 
Clerical  Staff’  concerned,  luit  of  all  the  multifarious  duties  for  which 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  is  responsible,  none  gives  gieater  satisfaction 
than  that  which  results  in  tin*  improvement  of  the  environmental 
conditions  of  the  ])eoj)le. 
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Active  steps  have  l)eeii  taken  to  reduce  the  amount  of  atinos- 
[»liei‘ic  i)ollntion,  hnt  there  does  not  ai)i)ea]-  to  l)e  any  quick  solution 
to  this  serious  problem,  as  one  of  the  greatest  difficulties  is  the 
absence  of  any  form  of  effective  control  over  domestic  fires.  As 
regards  industrial  smoke,  the  managements  concerned  have  been 
most  co-operative,  and  some  ini])rovement  has  been  observed. 

Lectures  are  being  held  at  the  laveipool  University  School  of 
Hygiene,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  i»ersuade  boiler  liiemen  to 
attend.  All  ne\v  plans  of  factories  and  similar  premises,  Avhere 
combustion  of  fuel  is  necessaiy,  are  given  sjtecial  attention  before 
infoinial  “ prioi-  approval  ” is  given. 

An  extensive  survey  was  made  of  all  the  cafes  and  dining  rooms 
in  the  Borongh,  to  which  leference  is  made  in  some  detail  elsewhere 
in  this  report. 

There  were  8,()02  complaints  from  householders,  and  notices 
were  served  in  respect  of  0,900  nuisances,  a deci  ease  of  598  nuisances 
on  the  previous  year,  although  the  number  of  complaints  increased 
b}’  14.  This  may  be  interpreted  as  indicating  an  improvement  in 
the  overall  situation. 

The  value  of  carrying  out  “ work  in  default  ” under  the  terms 
of  the  appropriate  sections  of  the  I’ublic  Health  Act,  1936,  and  the 
Local  Act,  cannot  be  over-stressed,  as  the  somewhat  slow  process 
of  instituting  legal  proceedings  is  obviated,  and  conditions  inimical 
to  health  are  speedily  removed.  The  Department  received  many 
recpiests  from  vai-ious  owners  foi-  the  Corporation  to  execute 
works  on  their  behalf,  and  the  necessary  arrangements  were  made, 
including  the  sujrervision  of  the  repairs  while  they  were  in  progress. 

The  constant  surveys  for  housing  purposes  have  helped  con- 
siderably in  abatement  of  sanitary  nuisances.  The  assistance  of 
the  rodent  opei-ators  has  been  obtained  on  a number  of  occasions, 
as  during  theii-  inspections  for  infestations  of  vermin  they  refer 
any  sanitai-y  nuisances  to  the  district  inspectoi-. 

The  ])rev(*ntion  of  the  spiead  of  infections  disease,  and  the 
sui)ervison  of  ]»]emises  used  foi-  the  sale  of  milk  and  ice-cream, 
have  been  given  jiarticular  attention  : also  the  enforcement  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  lelatiug  to  the  adulteration 
and  mis]'e]»res(*ntation  of  foodstuff's;  inspection  of  ca.ses  of  over- 
crowding: cannl  boats,  nnd  otlnu-  s])ecial  duties  occ'urring  from 
time  to  time.

(1)  Pudding  Slices — several  pieees  of  paper  were  present  in  the  filling  of  the 
sliees.  This  indicated  carelessness  in  manufacture.  The  Local  Auth- 
ority, in  whose  area  manufacture  took  place,  was  notified. 

(2)  Meringues — contained  preservative  Sulphur  Dioxide  120  parts  per 
million.  A Formal  Sample  was  taken  as  follow-up  with  the  result 
“Meringues  free  from  preservatives.”

Milk 

Xeir  [jcf/islaiion. — The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Specified 
Areas)  Order,  10.“)2,  made  by  the  Ministiy  of  Food  came  into 
operation  on  the  1st  November,  19r)2.  Accordingly,  from  the 
a|)i»ointed  date  all  milk  sold  by  retail  within  the  area  must  be 
s])ecially  designated  milk,  that  is,  pastenrised  milk,  sterilised  milk, 
tubercnlin  tested  milk  or  (until  30th  September,  1054)  accredited 
milk  from  a single  herd.  The  Count}'  Borough  of  Bootle  has  been 
included  in  one  of  the  specitied  areas. 

.\fiJk  — There  are  110  registered  distributors  of  milk  on 

the  Borough  Register,  and  171  licences  were  issued  under  the 
appropriate*  Special  Designation  Regnlations,  1940. 

There  are  no  farms  or  shippous  situated  within  the  Borough 
boundaries. 

There  has  been  no  infections  disease  oi-  food  poisoning  outbreak 
traced  to  the  supply  of  milk  Avithin  the  Borough. 

Milk  Shops  (1)1(1  Dai)'ies. — There  are  87  milk  shops  and  10  dairies 
selling  bottled  milk,  all  of  which  have  licences  under  the  regulations. 

During  the  year  .‘iOO  inspections  weie  made  of  these  premises 
and  a satisfactory  standard  of  cleanliness  was  maintaiiu'd. 

There  has  been  a weekly  ins])ection  of  Ihe  i)asteurising  plant  in 
(he  Boi-ough.  This  ]>lant  deals  with  3,500  gallons  of  milk  daily,  of 
wliicb  1 ,800/2,000  gallons  are  consumed  within  the  Borougli.  Thei-e 
were*  142  sanpdes  of  milk  obtained  from  Ibis  plant  for  tin* 
bacteriologist,  and  all  passed  (In*  .Metlivlem*  Blm*  TesI  and  iMios- 
phatas(*  T(*sts.

Hospital  : Mill-  Hwppljj. — Milk  sampling  is  carried  out  periodic 
ally  at  Bootle  (Jeneral  Hospital,  and  5 sam])les  were  taken  during 
tlie  year.  Two  were  sulunitted  loi-  chemical  analysis,  and  d for 
l)actei-iological  e.xamination.  Tin*  lorniei-  satisfied  all  legal 
standards,  and  the  latter  ]»assed  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  and  th(* 
lMios])hatase  Test. 

Mill'  Sampling. — There  have  been  2.‘B  samides  of  milk  sub- 
mitted for  the  .Methylene  Blue  Test  and  2H1  for  the  Phosphatase 
and  Tui-bidity  Tests  to  indicate  the  amount  of  heat  treatment  to 
which  the  milk  has  been  subjected.  Four  failed  to  satify  tin* 
.Methylene  Blue  Test,  and  1 the  Phosi)hatase  Test.  The  4 failing 
to  pass  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  included  1 wheie  the  average  shade 
tem])erature  e.vceeded  05  degrees. 

Three  samples  of  i-aw  milk  were  examined  for  B.  Tuberculosis, 
one  of  Avhich  was  repoi-ted  ])ositi\e.  The  .Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries  were  notified  regarding  this  sample  and  action  was 
taken  by  them  in  accoi-dance  with  the  Tubei-culosis  Order,  which 
resulted  in  the  slanght(‘r  of  two  cows  which  wei-e  found  to  be 
infected.

Food  Factories 

There  are  .88  food  factories,  and  the  number  of  insjiections  and 
re-insjiections  amounted  to  884. 

Although  the  provisions  of  Sei  tion  18  of  the  Fooil  and  Drugs 
Act,  1988,  ajiply  equally  to  all  food  factories,  the  nu'thods  of 
complying  with  these  standards  and  (lu*  jiroblems  iinolvc'd  diffi'r  in 
nearly  every  case,  and  are  dependent  u])on  the  processes  in  ojici-ation 
and  the  type  of  building  in  use*. 

The  re-conditioning  and  modernising  of  old  food  factory  build 
ings  in  compliance  with  modern  legislation  and  jiractice  present  no 
small  difficulty  due  lo  the  agi*  and  bad  design  of  many  of  them. 
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N(*\  <m-I  li(‘l(‘S';,  :i  ( (Misidcfabh"  ;iiiH)im(  of  \V(»i-k  liji.s  Ikmmi  done,  ;uid  is 
still  beiiiji'  done,  to  briny  these  ol<l  pi-cMiiises  up  to  the  standai-ds 
|•e<]nil•ed  in  modern  food  factories.  New  faetori<*s  do  not  present 
llie  same  problems  beeans(‘  adjustments  and  altei-ations  are 
snyyesti'd  when  the  plans  are  deposited  for  (’onneil  a])i)i-oval. 

It  has  been  fonnd  that  the  majoi-ity  of  fii-nis  are  inij)ressed  by 
snyeested  iini»ro\  ements  to  tlndr  pi-einises  and  methods  of  ]n-odnc 
tion,  when  they  realise  that  these  imin-ovements  will  inci-ease  and 
safeyuard  lln^  purity  of  their  food  products.  Several  exanpdes 
illusti-ate  this. 

In  one  factory  the  possible  oontaniination  of  the  food  prodnet 
by  dust  and  ash  from  the  soli<l-fnel  boilers  was  pointed  out  to  the 
mana cement,  and  lesulted  in  the  old  boilers  beiiiy  i-eplaeed  by 
modei-n  yas  boilers.  Anothm-  food  factory  has  installed  electro 
magnetic  metal  detecting  machines  which  detect  and  i-eject  any  food 
product  containing  even  microsco]iic  ]>ieces  of  metal.  The  installa- 
tion of  these  nundiines  is  being  ni-ged  in  other  food  factoi-ies  in  the 
ai-ea. 


^^'hen  boihal  ham  was  de-rationed  in  (October,  1052,  one  food 
manufacture!-  commenced  1‘oiling  hams  in  jiremises  not  registered 
for  that  ])ui-iiose.  This  was  immediately  sto])])ed,  and  a specitica- 
(ion  of  woi-k  requii-ed  to  biing  the  ])remises  u])  to  standard  was 
sidimitted.  The  altei-ations  i-eqnired  cost  more  than  £S0  and  when 
romiil(*ted  the  rooi!i  was  registeied  undei-  Section  14  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  lOdS. 

Ill  Seidember  it  was  found  that  about  100  small  pieces  of  metal 
had  broken  off  a machine  in  a food  factory,  and  had  inadvertently 
b(‘(‘n  ilistiilmted  throughout  ten  consignments  of  di-ied  fruit.  These 
consignments  were  traced  as  far  alield  as  (llasgow  and  Leeds.  The 
resp(Ml  i\-(‘  Fuldie  lleaKli  Departments  were  immediately  notified. 
:ind  I hey  undertook  to  examine  the  sus|iected  fruit.  The  other 
eonsignmeui s were  returned  to  tin*  1‘oolh'  factory  and  were  passed 
ihroiigh  a imda  l•d(d(*cting  machine,  and  all  the  metal  pieces  were 
eliminated.

Upon  the  satisfactory  coinjiletion  of  the  above-mentioned  items 
under  Phase  1 of  the  survey,  it  is  jiroposed  to  appioach  Phase  II 
in  a-  more  “ educational  ''  aspect  than  the  legal  requirement.  It 
is  felt  that  education  and  training  will  do  more  than  legislation  and 
enforcement.  The  lattcj-,  however,  will  be  tlie  guide,  for  while 
legislation  ensures  the  provision  of  food  storage,  sanitary  accom- 
modation and  eipiijiment,  and  washing  facilities,  education  and 
(i-aining  will  ensure  its  projier  u.sage. 

livery  effort  will  also  be  made  to  inqdement  the  following 
recommendations  during  Phase  II  : — 

Kitchen. — To  be  sited  to  facilitate  cleansing  and  grouping  for 
control  of  condensation.  ('ongestion  is  not  conducive  to 
(deanliness. 

Kqiiipincnt. — To  bi*  of  the  hard  impei-vious  luisily  idealised  tyjii* 
lo  minimise  the  dangers  of  food  intections.  The  use  id' 
limber  to  bi*  kept  to  a minimum. 

Kooil  Store. — To  be  inslalled  when'  possible.  If  not.  the 
(‘xtiMisivi*  iisi'  of  metal  bins  or  loidcers  to  bi‘  encouraged.

I 111  viiifi’ foiipileted  t he  detniled  survey,  I'lirtlier  visits  wck*  nnidi* 
to  all  the  premises  where  work  had  been  reipiested,  either  formally 
or  informally,  with  a view  to  assistiipu’  the  iiroprietors  in  the  best 
and  most  economical  type  of  materials,  and  renderinji  (‘very  possibh* 
(issistance.  This  action  proved  to  be  extremely  beneficial  as  it 
achieved  two  objects  : — 

(1)  Ex])laine(l  the  lej^al  re(]nirements  iwh(*re  leji’al  notices  had 
been  served). 

(2)  Enabled  the  inspector  to  jiass  on  the  benefit  of  his 
experienc(‘,  and  gain  improvements  where  no  improvement 
was  aiijiarent  beforehand,  a fresh  aipiroach  often  proving 
useful. 

As  a result  over  ninety  ]»er  cent  of  the  work  re(jnested  was

Outworkers 

Ineliuled  in  the  duties  of  the  Sanitai-y  Department  is  that  of 
keejiinp;  a i-efiister  of  ont-workeis.  and  tin*  inspectors  pay  reenlar 
visits  to  their  homes  ; at  pr(*sent  tlieri'  are  no  ont-workois  on  the 
refi’ister. 


Workplaces,  including  Offices 

The  imiiortaiit  woik  of  inspection  of  these  premises  is  being 
giv(*n  sjiecial  attention,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  some  workers 
are  working  under  conditions  causing  discomfort. 

Two  hundred  jiremises  have  been  insjiected,  and  altei-ations  to 
secure  improvement  in  20  workjdaces  have  been  made. 

A survey  of  all  offices  which  was  commenced  in  lO.")!.  continued 
thronghont  the  year;  a new  card  imbw  has  been  devised  and 
a register  will  be  conijiiled. 

The  managers  and  staffs  of  offic(‘s  have  welcomed  inspection, 
and  are  jdea.sed  that  inteiest  is  being  shown  in  their  Inmltli  and 
well  being.  As  the  legislation  relating  to  this  tyjie  of  jircMnises  is 
not  as  definite  as  it  might  be.  it  was  decided  that  the  standards 
laid  down  for  the  ])revention  of  oviMcrowding.  and  foi-  the  heating, 
ventilation  and  lighting  of  factories,  would  be  a suitable  guide  for 
oHices.  The.se  standards  are  bidiig  ai»]died.  and  it  has  been  found 
from  the  evidence  obtained  lo  date  1 hat  the  e.vistiiig  arrangements  in 
most  offices  are  bidter  than  the  r(Mpiir(‘ni(*nts  laid  down  for  factories. 
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A siii\(‘V  ()]■  iill  W()i-k|»l:ices  is  still  i)i  i)r()<>iess,  jiiid  tlicv  jirc 
Itciii^'  card  indexed.  Tiiis  catej^oi-y  includes  all  ]»]-iMnis(*8  wliere 
|)(‘i-s()ns  ai-e  (‘inployiMl  and  yet  do  not  come  within  the  sco])e  of  the 
('■'actoiies  iVets. 

The  woilvin<>'  conditions  in  tin*  two  lai-f>est  (inns  which  come 
nndei-  tliis  In'mlinj*’  ace  very  f^ood  ; excellent  cloakrooms,  canteens 
and  rest  rooms  are  ]n-o\ided,  and  tlie  comfort  of  the  workers  is 
considered  in  every  way.  Tlieie  is  a liigh  standard  of  co-operation 
between  tlie  management  and  tliis  de])artm('nt,  and  all  i-easonahle 
suggestions  ai(^  acted  upon  without  delay. 


Offensive  Trades 

Theie  aK*  ten  factories  which  come  within  the  delinition  of 
“ ofl'ensi\(*  trades,"  and  hy  i-eason  of  the  ])rocesses  carried  on  receive 
s])ecial  attention  within  the  scope  of  the  Pnblic  Hejilth  Act,  198G, 
as  well  as  the  Factoi-ies  Acts.  These  trades  have  given  a minimnm 
cause  for  coni]»Iaint,  having  regard  to  their  nature  and  situation. 

Thi]ty-(dght  ins]>ections  have  been  made  daring  the  yeai-. 

1.  Raij  xoriiiui. — There  are  two  i-ag  sorting  factories  in  the 
area.  The  disinfestation  of  c(dlected  rags  is  now  carried 
ont  by  s|)raying  with  insecticides  at  the  time  of  reception. 

'2.  Tit )\ iicr'K'.s. — There'  aie  two  tanneries  in  the  area.  The 
collection  and  dis])Osal  of  \raste  ]>i-odncts  has  given  rise  to 
tronble  from  time  to  tiim*.  The  enttings  and  tleshings 
li-immed  from  hides  are  sent  for  the  mannfactnri'  of  gelatine, 
and  contractoi-s  remove'  the  leimeining  slnelge  by  reead  trans- 
peert  einel  e-jinal  b;i  rge'  tei  a phie-e'  feer  elis])eisal  eentsiele  the 
are'ii.  W’eerk  reepiii-e'el  ley  neetie-e's  is  in  preegie'ss  ilt  both  the'se' 
e'steiblishme'iits.

Pet  Animals  Act,  1951 

On  tin*  lf<t  April,  IJIoL’,  (lu*  Pel  Aniiinils  Act  cjuiic  into  oix'iiition. 
I'lnliM-  S(‘cti()n  1 ol'  tliis  Act  npplical  ion  must  lu*  made  to  (lie  local 
audiority  for  a licence  to  kee])  a Pet  Shop  in  the  local  authority's 
area.  Th(‘  local  authoi-ity  may  prescrilx*  conditions  on  A\hich  the 
licmice  will  he  ^ranted. 

In  determining  whether  to  firant  a licence,  the  local  authority 
must  have  regard  to  the  need  foi-  secui-inf>' — 

(a)  that  animals  Avill  at  all  times  he  kept  in  accommodation 
suitahle  as  i-es]»ects  size,  tmiiperat ure,  lijuhtinj*',  ventilation 
and  cleanliness  ; 

(h)  that  animals  will  lx*  adciiuately  siqiplied  with  suitahle  food 
and  drink  and  (so  far  as  neci'ssary)  visited  at  suitahle 
intervals ; 

(c)  that  animals,  lieiiui'  mammals,  will  not  he  sold  at  too  early 
an  ao-e ; 

(dl  that  all  i-easonahh‘  precautions  will  he  taken  to  lu-event  tlu' 
s]u-ead  amono- animals  of  infectious  diseases; 

(e)  that  a]»pi-o])riate  stejis  will  he  taken  in  case  of  tii-e  or  other 
emergency. 

The  licence  must  contain  such  conditions  as  will  ensure  that 
(he  above  named  objectives  will  he  secured.  The  local  authoi-ity  is 
also  liower  under  the  Act  to  authorise  any  of  its  officers  to 

ins])ect  any  itremises  in  the  ai'ea  for  which  a licence  has  been  j;ranted 
iindm-  (he  Act.  and  which  is  still  in  force,  for  tin*  followinji’ 
purposes ; — 

(a)  to  insjiect  the  ])i-emises, 

(h)  to  ins|M>ct  any  animals  on  the  pi-miiisi's. 

(c)  to  ascertain  whether  any  olfenci'  is  heinii'  committiul  on  the 
jirejiiises. 

This  Act  is  exti-emely  impoi-tant  because,  foi-  the  first  time  the 
local  authoi-ity  is  able  to  secure  elfectixe  control  ovei-  pi-emises  where 
pets  are  kept  for  sah^  to  (he  public,  and  (Misurini*-  that  these  animals 
are  ke|)t  under  whoh-some  and  humane  coiiditifins. 
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Second-hand  Stores 

1 iispccl ion  oC  1(1  second -liand  stores  Inis  been  nnunlnined.  Tins 
work  is  pjii-tienliirly  ini|K)rtant  to  jn-(*vent  llie  spread  of  vermin  and 
inreetion,  pjirtien la i ly  in  certain  areas  whei-e  the  cost  of  new 
fnrnitnri*  is  more  than  can  be  comfortably  afforded  by  the  oci  iijiiers 
of  hons(‘s  who  rely  n]>on  second-hand  clothing-  or  fnrnitnre. 

It  is  of  particular  importance  that  these  articles  should  be  clean 
and  free*  fi-oni  infi'ction  or  vm-niin,  and  grimt  importance  is  thei-efore 
at  taclii'd  to  t bis  woi-k. 

Cinemas 

Insiiection  of  the  three  cinemas  in  the  Borongh  has  been 
instituted.  These  inspections  are  important,  for  transmission  of 
infection  and  vermin  is  difticnlt  to  prevent  whei-e  large  numbers  of 
peo])le  congi-i'gate.  ( 'onsecpiently,  it  is  impoi-tant  that  sanitai-y 
accommodation,  ventilation,  lighting,  cleanliness  and  sti-nctnral 
(hff'ects  receive  immediate  attention. 

Infectious  Disease 

There  were  119  cases  of  infections  disea.se  investigated,  other 
than  tnbercniosis,  and  disinfections  wei-e  carried  out  in  190  cases. 

Tn  dealing  with  ontbi-eaks  of  food  jioisoning  special  investiga- 
tions wei-e  carried  out  in  the  homes  of  food  handlers,  including  the 
obtaining  of  s]iecinien  of  faeces  for  bacteriological  examination,  in 
ord(*r  to  detect  any  ]K)ssible  cari-iei-s  of  disease  in  their  families. 

Infections  disease  cases  nursed  at  home  wei-e  kejit  under  obser- 
vation, and  ad\  ice  was  given  as  to  ]n-eventing  the  dissemination  of 
infection.  When*  isolation  was  found  to  be  impossible,  ari-ange- 
menls  were  made  for  removal  to  hosiiital. 

The  local  antliority  is  i-es])onsible  for  tin*  r(‘moval  of  all  cases 
of  inflections  disease  landed  from  ships  in  Bootle  Docks. 

Water  Supply 

'file  Boroiigli  of  Bootle  is  snjijilied  with  water  by  Li\erpool 
Corporation,  tin*  source  being  upland  surfaces  in  Xorlli  ^^’al(‘s  and 
liancasliire.  It  is  wholesome  and  snfficieni  for  all  pni-poses. 
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IVM-i(»(lic‘al  ltact(M-i()l()_uical  (‘xaiiiinalions  in  (lie  I >()i()u<>li  ai-e  made 
Itv  (he  walei-  iindiMdakei's  and  i-epoids  snlnni(((“d  (o  (In*  .Medical 
( Klici'i-  of  I lea  l(  li . 

'Phi-oniilionl  (he  vear  c<)ni|)laints  c<inceinin<>'  (he  water  siipplv 
have  l)(*en  i-ednced  tn  a minimnni  h_v  e()ns(an(  co-oiieration  hetwei'ii 
(he  iinspectovs  and  the  Livei-jiool  ( 'oi-poration  AA’a1(*r  DepartnieiU . 

Thi-ei*  hnndi-(>d  and  (it'ty  defects  were  investij;ated  and  th(*.s(* 
rela((*d  mainly  to  waste,  or  to  damajii*  caused  by  biii-st  pipes. 

Smoke  Abatement  and  Atmospheric  Pollution 

The  essentially  industrial  character  of  (he  Jlorouc’h  is  cansin<i 
an  atmos])heric  pollution  jn-oblein  of  some  magnitude,  (’onsider- 
abh*  iniiirovement  has  been  obtained,  but  further  efforts  are  neces- 
sary to  reduce  the  sources  of  pollution. 

The  use  of  inferior  types  of  fuel  is  giving  rise  to  e.xcessive  smoke, 
and  it  would  ajijiear  to  be  beyond  the  conti-ol  of  management  to 
reduce  this  emission. 

The  problem  has  been  tackled  in  a synipatbetic  and  energetii- 
manner,  alterations  to  plant  have  been  carried  out,  mechanical 
stokers  have  been  installed  wherever  ]>ossible,  and  the  Ministry  of 
hiiel,  upon  a personal  request,  have  co-operated  by  sujiplying  an 
im]n-oved  graded  fuel  to  the  factories  hav  ing  difficulty  in  jireventing 
smoke  emission.  The  Regional  Officer  for  the  North  tt'estein  Gas 
Roard  has  been  a]»])roached  regarding  extensive  alterations  to  tin* 
(fas  Works,  and  consideration  is  being  given  (o  suggested  inqn-ove 
ments. 

General  observations  have  be(*n  made  throughout  the  year,  and 
L'Of  official  obsei-va ( ions  taken.  As  a i-esnlt  of  these  obs(*i-vations. 
10  notices  have  been  ser\ed  tqion  persistent  offen(h*rs.  In  the 
remaining  cases  management  and  jiersonnel  have  been  in(ervi(“wed 
and  advice  given  to  stokers  where  m*c(*ssaiy,  or  (In*  soni-ci*  of 
ni(*chanical  difticnity  ascertained. 

'I'ln*  cans(*s  of  smoke  emission  in(diid(*d  in(*fficien(  stoking, 
nnsnitable  fuel  and  defective  plant. 
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lOH'oi'Is  l(»  iiii|)i-()\(*  (Ik*  ji  ( iii()S|)Ii(*I'(*  ki'c  lo  some  e.\t(*ii(  offset,  :is 
Ifoofle  is  siil)j(‘c1  lo  (•oiisi(lei'iil)l(*  polliifioii  I'l-om  tlie  Dock  F'kstate 
;nul  siii-i-oniKliiij>-  indiisti-ial  areas. 

All  atiiiosi>li(‘ric  jiolliifioii  i-ecord iii^’  slalioii  is  established  at 
Liuacie  Yard,  Idtlierlaiid  Road,  foi-  the  iiieasiiremeiit  of  grit  and 
sulpliuric  acids. 

It  is  |»leasing'  to  note  that  although  there  liave  lieen  a nuinbei- 
of  infringements  throughout  the  year,  it  wms  not  necessary  to 
institute  court  jiroceedings,  immediat(*  a<-tion  being  taken  volun 
tarily  by  all  coiicei-iied . 

Prosecutions  for  Non-Abatement  of  Nuisances  — Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  Section  93. 

IM-oseciitions  ha\e  been  reduced  to  a minimum  by  jiersonal 
contact,  and  also  by  the  Cor])oration  carrying  out  the  work  in 
default,  as  provided  for  by  statute. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  Public  Health  Act  is  still  being- 
used  as  a ])alliative  to  secure  the  abatement  of  nuisances  in  insani- 
tary pi-o]ierty  wliich  should  be  dealt  with  tinder  the  provisions  of 
the  Housing  Acts,  and  conse(]uently  only  nmtters  of  an  urgent 
sanitary  nature  are  remedit'd  in  this  type  of  proiterty,  im|)rovenients 
and  reconditioning  being  im])racticable. 

The  age  of  the  ju-eniises.  together  with  the  restricted  sjiace, 
prev(*nt  the  insttil lation  of  btithrooms  or  even  the  addition  of  an 
iinne.ve,  to  comiily  with  modern  stantlards  in  the  majority  of  these 
siib-standard  houses,  from  which  complaints  are  constantly  being- 
received. 


Vermin  Infestation 

The  routine  proved  m e for  disinfest!i  tion  of  verminous  premis(*s 
hits  been  maintained.  Thirty-seven  muuicipiil  houses  and  (iS 
priva((*ly-owned  houses  were  disinfested  with  suitable  insecticides, 
and  tin*  fnrnitiire  of  Sti  d welliug-hous(*s  Wiis  tri'jited  with  hydrogen 
cytinidt*. 

S])(*ciiil  treiitiiK'ut  1ms  been  iulopted  foi-  cockrotich  infestation, 
and  has  been  jipplic'd  to  oT  municipiil  houses,  .T)  privately-owned 
hoiist's,  1 school  and  1 public  bath. 
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Special  slc[)s  have  heeii  lak(‘ii  will;  i-e'iaial  (o  eeilaiii  pests, 
incliidiiio- ants,  bed  1)Uil>s.  house  ili(*saiid  lice,  d'liis  s(‘i-\  iee  has  heeii 
ean-ied  out  hy  (In*  local  anthoi  ily  a I a iioiiiiiial  fee.  tin*  oeeiipieis 
heiu«-  only  too  hajipy  to  have  the  pests  renio\(“d,  ainl  .“>!)  oeeu]»i(‘is 
hav(‘  ]taid  to  have  their  loeinises  disinfected. 


Canal  Boats 

There  wei-e  o ins])eetions  of  canal  boats  on  the  Le(“ds  and 
Liver|)Ool  Tanal  within  the  T>oi‘oniih.  Xo  notices  were  sei  ved.  N(» 
women  or  children  weie  tonnd  on  the  boats  dnrinc'  inspection. 
I’.ootle  is  not  a registration  authority. 


Stables 

J)u)inj''  the  suuinier  inonlhs  stables  can  be  a source  of  eon- 
sidei-able  nui.sjuiee,  and  visits  t('  stables  ate  usually  increased  during’ 
this  period.  I'dy  infestation  is  a serious  menace,  and  the  methods 
now  adopted  art*  ]u-ovinji'  effective.  D.D.T.  is  beinjn'  used  to  an 
increasin'''  extent  in  the  sprayinj;'  of  stalls.  As  a result  of  ID  S])ecial 
visits  to  14  stables.  1 notice  Mas  served  to  remedy  defects. 


Exhumations 

The  Sanitar.v  Inspector  Wiis  jtresent  at  4 (‘xhumations  at  a 
cemetery  M'ithin  the  lloronoh,  in  eomjtliance  with  Home  Office 
regulations  for  the  insistence  of  cai-e  and  decency,  and  the  ]iievention 
of  nuisance. 

The  bodies  weie  re-iuteri-ed  in  another  part  of  the  cemetery, 
the  work  beinjf  carried  out  very  early  in  the  moruiuj>',  and  special 
care  was  taken  to  a\'oid  ]»assei-s-l)y  obseivinji  the  o])eration. 

Swimming  Baths 

Inspection  of  swimminj;!;'  baths  Mas  cariied  on  throuehoiit  the 
year,  and  4 samples  of  the  uater  M'ere  taken.

Caravan  Dwellings 

There  are  no  licensed  cajavan  dwellers  situated  within  the 
Horongh,  nor  are  there  any  sites  for  this  purpose.  Periodical  fun 
fairs  visit  the  parks  and  one  other  site,  but  as  they  are  subject  to 
special  exemption  licensing  is  not  I'eqnired. 

Prom  time  to  time  gy])sies  visit  the  Porough,  but  when 
informed  by  inspectors  that  cam])ing  is  not  permitted  they  have 
moved  away  from  the  P.orongh. 

Housing 

Fni-ther  surveys  have  been  made  during  the  year  to  ascertain 
houses  suitable  for  re-conditioning,  houses  without  baths,  cellar 
dwellings  and  ov<*rcrowding. 

Acute  concei-n  has  been  ex]tressed  with  regai-d  to  the  absence  of 
baths  and  hot  wat(*r  in  houses. 

— The  result  of  i)eriodical  surveys  indicates  that 
there  has  been  little  improvem(*nt,  and  thei-e  are  still  4,J)tlt)  sub  let 
hou.ses  in  the  Porough.  These*  houses  ar,*  untit  for  this  i)ui-pose. 
I)(*ing  built  originally  to  house*  emiy  one  family,  and  there  are*  no 
am(*uiti(‘s  for  the  Ijuidlies  now  in  ()ce-ui>at ion. 

Orcrcroii-dinn. — The*  acute*  housing  shoitage  has  pi-(*veuteel  the 
stried  a])plie-at ion  e)!'  the*  ()ve*ie-r(*wdiug  jtrovisieuis  of  the*  lleuisiug 
Acts,  auel  aediou  has  e-ousiste'd  mainly  in  the  reduediou  eif  gross 
ove're-rowdiug,  and  the*  pi(*v(*ut  ion  ed'  use*  of  uutit  leremises  for 
sh*ei)iug'  pui-pose*s. 
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Dm-iiiji'  tli(*  y(*;w  !;{(»  n'poits  \V(Mc  iii:i(1c  lov  coiisideriit.ioii  l»y 
tli(‘  .Medical  (Mlicev  of  llealtli  in  coinu'ctioii  witli  applications  for 
priority  in  re-lionsinj;'.  flesides  l)ein<i  ovci crowded,  many  cases  had 
a recoid  of  chronic  infection  oi-  otlno-  seiions  illness,  and  in  some 
cases  families  weie  found  to  he  livinji  and  sh‘e])in}i,  in  an  attic  or 
basement. 

Miiiiirijxil  lloiisen. — On  a chanj;e  of  tenancy,  all  municipal 
houses  are  ins])ected,  and  diirinji  the  year  bob  house's  have  been  so 
visited.  Of  these,  174  were  vacant  at  the  time  of  visit  and  Kih 
habitation  cei-tilicates  were  issiu'd  after  tieatment  or  i-epair  of  the 
piemises. 

The  household  (*lfects  of  8(i  new  tenants  were  found  to  be 
rerminous,  and  W(*re  treated  with  hydrogen  cyanide  gas  ]>rior  to 
being  taken  into  the  mnnici|)al  houses. 

Training  of  Students 

Thi-ee  students  leceived  theoietical  and  i)ractical  training 
during  the  year. 

Rodent  Control — The  Prevention  Of  Damage  By  Pests  Act,  1949 

There  are  three  ])ermanent  rodent  oi)erators  engaged  in  carrying 
out  duties  under  the  above  mentioned  enactment. 

The  staff  are  carrying  out  continuous  visitation  of  all  ])remises 
in  the  Borough,  and  all  factors  giving  rise  to  infestation  aic* 
immediately  dealt  with.  Many  cases  necessitate  the  taking  up  of 
floors,  yard  surfaces  and  ]»assages,  leading  in  some  cases  to  extensive 
diainage  repaiis  and  reinstatement. 

The  systematic  treatment  of  sewers  is  assisting  considerably  in 
the  prevention  of  sni-face  infestation.  It  has  been  ascertained  by 
lest  l)aiting  that  thei-e  are  now  many  sections  of  the  sewc'i  age  .system 
free  from  infestation. 

Systematic  ins])ection  of  ju-ivate  dwelling-houses  continued, 
and  during  the  year  10,818  were  ins])ected.  One  hundi-ed  and  sixty 
were  found  to  be  infested  with  vermin,  44  by  rats  and  110  by  mice. 
The  numbei-  of  comphiints  from  occupiers  has  been  reduced  to  a 
vei-y  small  number,  and  only  810  com]»laints  were  received. 
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Tile  tis(‘  of  ii  jinl  i-coajiiiliint  tyjto  of  lodonticido  ( Wai-fjii  ii)), 
lijis  Iteeii  used  witli  some  considerable  success.  Kats  feediiij;  on 
warfarin  mixed  with  an  accei)table  ba.se  die  from  inte7-nal 
lia(*morrha.f;e.  It  is  (jiiite  painless  and  death  occurs  from  one  or 
more  of  the  followinji  causes  : — 

(a)  filling'  of  Inn^s  Avith  blood  : 

(b)  insufficient  blood  to  cari-y  oxyj;en  round  the  body  : 

(c)  shock  to  vital  oi-f;ans  of  the  body. 

This  entir(‘ly  new  techni(ine  of  i-odent  control  has  several 
advantaj^es  over  othei-  metliod.s.  One  ])articnlar  advantaji'e  is  the 
fact  that  anli coajiiilant  baits,  carefully  used,  are  relatively  hai-m- 
less  to  human  bein<>s  and  domestic  animals,  as  even  a huge  single 
dose  can  do  litth*  harm.  They  are  ])articulai-ly  suitable,  therefoi-e. 
for  us(‘  in  food  establishments. 

J impcci ion  of  IjUioLs  and  linildinys. — There  Avere  .‘bbdi  insjtec- 
tions  of  lands  and  buildings,  com])rising  food  sho])S,  retail  shop.s, 
factories,  Avarehouses,  schools,  offices  and  cold  stores.  One  hundred 
and  five  of  these  premises  Avere  found  to  lx*  infested,  51  by  rats  and 
.51  by  mice.  The  staff  treated  T.’’  of  1 h(*se  infestations,  the  i-emaindei- 
being  dealt  with  by  servicing  companies  under  the  supervision  of 
the  rodent  operators.  There  Avere  f.L'hO  ]»oison  baits  de]»osited  by 
the  staff,  and  of  these  KiT  Avcu-e  tak(Mi. 

Scircr  Treat  uKoit . — The  sewers  have  been  ti'eated  on  two 
occasions,  and  during  A]>ril  and  .Alay,  after  a ten  pei-  cent.  test,  it 
was  found  ina-essary  to  treat  S.5!)  man-holes.  In  515  man-holes 
infestation  by  rats  was  found.  During  Octobei-  and  November 
anothei-  tr(*atmenl  Avas  cai-ried  out,  and  S5!)  man-hoh‘s  aaouv  treated, 
revealing  signs  of  infestation  in  AST  man-holes.  A further  tt*st  has 
been  carried  out  in  the  nt'AV  seAV(*i-s,  Avhich  have  been  laid  in  tlu' 
r>orough  dnring  the  year. 

tV/x.vc.s-  of  / nfesla  t ion . — The  majority  of  infestations  are  found 
in  food  storage  premise's,  and  the*  rodent  o])(*ratoi-s  have  conci'ii 
t i-ated  oil  such  |»r('niis(*s. 
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Public  Sanitary  Conveniences 

Then*  are  IM  sanitary  convenicMna's  under  the  sni»ei'vision  of  tin* 
Department  ; all  of  tliese  jn-ovide  for  male's  and  four  of  them  make* 
pre)visie)n  alse*  for  temales. 

The  damajie  eanseel  tei  jnddie-  eonvenienees  by  carelessness  anel 
ele'sti  nctiem  is  ne)\v  bein‘>'  ledne-eel  by  (‘o-e)]>eration  with  the  Peelie-e. 

The  jeublie-  e e)nvenience  staff  e eensists  e>f  d males  and  3 females  : 
the^y  e leanse  every  i»nblic  convenience  at  least  twice  a day,  and  in 
special  e eises  three  times  a elay.  The  laelies’  conveniences  ai-e  ke])t 
open  until  the  hour  of  10-30  i».ni.,  and  open  aji'ain  the  followinii 
mornina  at  7-30  a.m. 

Special  attention  is  necessary  to  the  pnblic  eoineniences 
situated  in  Noith  Pai  k and  Sotilh  Park  dniina  the  holiday  ]»eriods, 
or  when  fail-  are  established.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  I 

have  to  re))ort  that  the  jinblic  con\eniences  at  North  Park  snff'ei- 
considerably  from  damage  and  dirt  dni-ina  these  ])eriods,  and  it 
has  been  necessary  to  wash  the  internal  walls  daily  dne  to  the  innd 
and  tilth  that  is  thrown  ipton  thi'in  dni-ing  thesi'  ])eriods. 

The  inspectors  visit  the  conveniences  rejinlarly  to  sn]>ervise  the 
cleansing-,  and  LSI  visits  wei-e  madi*  during  the  year.
